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STEAGALL TELLS 
HOW HIS MEASURE 
WILL AID BUSINESS

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23,—The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion bill represents an extraordi- 
nary effort to meet an extraordi- 
nary emergency in an extraordi- 
nary way. 

Of course, it involves a depart- 
ture from established policies and 
ideals, but we cannot stand by 
when a house is on fire to engage 
in lengthy debates over methods 
to be employed in extinguishing 
the fire. In sucha situation we in- 
stinetively seize upon and utilize 
whatever method is most available 
and offers assurance of speediest 
success, 

An outstanding purpose of the 
legislation, and one upon which 
many of its supporters predicted 
their action, is to rescue the bank- 
ing system of the country from the 
unfortunate plight into which it 
hag fallen. Of course, it is not con- 
templated that loans may be made 
except when “fully and adequately 
secured,” but it is intended that 
collateral which is sound and af- 
fords ample protection may be uti- 
lized regardless of the fact that the 
present distressed and disorganized 
condition of business cannot be im- 
mediately realized upon. 

Nature of the Collateral 

All banks—State and national— 
are permitted under the law to 
make loans upon securities other 
than liquid bonds and commercial 
paper—real estate loans, character 
loans, loans based upon securities 
peculiar to community life, which 
under custom of long standing: it 
is the practice of banks to renew 
from time to time. 

Institutions of this type, howev- 
er prudently managed, in follow-j 
ing rules that have been tested by 
experience and considered sound, 
find themselves at this period of 
confusion and fear where they can- 
not collect, cannot borrow through 
usual channels, and this, too, at a 
time when depositors are excited 
and afraid, and making constant 
withdrawals. Such banks cannot 
secure necessary relief through the 
Federal Reserve System. The Re- 
construction Corporation will af- 
ford a refuge for them. 

The bill furnishes a quasi-guar- 
antee for depositors during the 
emergency. It should, by afford- 
ing necessary eredit and the dissi- 
pation of fear, put an end to bank 
failures with all the attendant de- 
moralization and distress to com- 
munities affected. 

Plan for Aid of Depositors 

The relief for banks does not 
end with institutions that are in 
operation. The pill provides that 
loans may be made upon the as- 
sets of banks that are closed or in 
process of liquidation for the pur- 
pose of aiding in reorganizing or 
liquidation, There is a limitation, 
however, to the effect that not 
more than $200,000,000 of the 
funds of the corporation shall be 
used in this connection. 

Figures disclose that depositors 
have more than $1,500,000,000 
tied up in such banks. Of course, 
it will not be practicable to ac- 
complish any large measure of re- 
lief through aid’ to depositors in 
realizing upon the assets of these 
institutions. It will be practicable 
to aid in reorganizing many banks 
in communities where all banking 
facilities have been swept away. 

Loans can be made upon any se- 
curities that may be found to bring 
about this result. In doing this 
many community banks may be re- 
stored without involving the use 
of any considerable sum in any 
particular case. 

Revived Confidence Is Expected 

Situations will be found in many 
instances where depositors stand 
ready to invest in the capital of 
banks if only they can realize up- 
on their deposits now frozen and 
which can be used to great advan- 
tage in re-establishing banking fa- 
cilities if sufficient cash can be 
had with which to work. The re- 
lief that may be extended should 
be of great benefit in restoring 
credit, reviving confidence and 
stimulating a renewal of general 
business activity throughout the 
country. 

Relief for that purpose must 
await further legislation and some 
of us are interested and at work 
now to develop such legislation. 

The banks of the country have 
suffered throughout this period of 
falling prices, loss in values, depre- 
ciation in securities and the gen- 
eral demoralization of the entire 
economic structure of the country 
—agricultural, industrial and com- 
mercial. 

There have been in the last year, 
1931, 2,290 bank failures in the 
United States, involving deposits of 
$1,759,000,000. Of this number, 
410 are national banks with depos- 
its of $473,000,000, and 108 were 
State banks, members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System with deposits 
of $302,000,000. 

522 Banks Closed In October

LINCOLN’S BIRTHDAY 


The 128rd anniversary of Abra- 
ham Lincoln's birth on February 12 
recalls afresh the ereatness of our 
first martyred President, whose 
memory is revered by North and 
South alike, as is that of the peer- 


less Southern chieftain, Lee. 


While it is futile to speculate 
concerning what might have been, |¢ 
it is safe to say that had Lineoln 
been permitted to live until the end 
of his second term, much of the 
bitterness engendered during re- 
construction days would have been 
avoided, His attitude throughout 
the Civil War was summed up in 
one single phrase of his second in- 
augural address: ‘With malice to- 
ward none; with charity for all.” 

Lincoln was opposed to slavery 
on principle, but his plan was to 
abolish it gradually, and compen-|i 
sate slave-owners as slaves were set| é 
free. He proposed such a plan as 
early as 1849 when a Congressman, 
and renewed the proposal as Presi- 
dent in 1862, after the war had 
been in progress nearly a year. 
Congress passed a resolution offer- 
ing the plan, but without result ex- 


cept in the District of Columbia. 


Throughout the war WLincoln’s 
chief aim ‘was to preserve the 
Union intact, the slavery question 
being secondary in his mind, as wag 
evidenced by his famous reply to 


Greeley wherein he said: 


“My paramount object is to save} 
the Union, and not either to save 
or destroy slavery. If I could save 
the Union without freeing any 
slave, I would do it; if 1 could seve 
it by freeing all the slaves, T would 
do it; and if I could do it by free- 


ing some and leaving others alone, 
T would also do that.”

The word ‘‘taboo’ in its ordinary 
sense means set apart, or sacred, 
and the persons or things so set 
apart were usually designated by 
kings, chiefs and priests. 

Certain periods of religious cere- 
monies were marked by strict ta- 
boos, during which all fires and 
lights were extinguished, no canoe 
was launched, no one bathed, no 
dog might bark, no pig: grunt, no 
cock crow. The animals were caus- 
ed to observe the taboo by having 
their mouths tied up. 

In New Zealand the places where

It was believed that as a penalty 
for the violation of certain taboos 
the offender would swell up and 
die, but the priests were able to

The explosion of a stick of dyna- 
mite, which had been concealed in 
a piece of firewood, wrecked the 
home of R, K. Howell, prominent 
farmer of Pleasant Ridge commu- 
nity, 7 miles west of MWnterprise, 
Sunday, January 81, about noon 


and endangered the lives of fif- 
teen persons, 
The hissing sound of burning 


powder, which preceded the explo- 
sion, frightened the occupants of 
the house who were — seated 
around the fire and caused them 
to rush out, probably saving their 
lives, 

The fireplace and base of the! 
chimney were blown away, the sills 
of the floor were broken and the 
entire foundation of the home dis- 
turbed, Every window in the house 
wag jarred out and every piece of 
glass within it was broken to bits. 
Couls from the fireplace were 
blown over the bedding, which 
caught fire and in turn set fire to 
the house. In extinguishing this 
several members of the family 
were burned about the hands and 
fuce. All members of the Howell 
family and several persons who 
were visiting them were severely 
shocked, 

As was customary in the Howell 
household, wood for the fireplaces 
was stacked on the end of the 
front porch the night before. It 
ig suspected that some person, with 
malicious intent, placed a piece of 
wood loaded with dynamite in this 
pile. According to Deputy Sheriff 
Otis Lightner 'vho was called from 
Enterprise to the scene, the wood 
had been bored into, the stick of 
dynamite placed inside and the op- 
ening sealed with a plug. 

There are current rumors that 
certain persons are under suspicion 
but no arrests have been made.—

Mrs. Judd’s middle-aged hus- 
band, Dr, William C. Judd, Los 
Angeles physician, was at her side 
when the verdict was read. Tears 
welled in his eyes. Her parents, 
the Rev. and Mrs, Harvey Joy Me- 
Kinnell, of Darlington, Ind., had 
retired for the night and were not 
awukened, Her brother, Burton 
McKinnell, also was absent from 
the courtroom, 

“The fight,’ said Paul Schenck, 
chief defense attorney, “has just 
begun. Ninety-one persons, in- 
cluding Mrs. Judd, have placed 
their lives in my care during my 
career, Ninety-one of them are 
still alive tonight.” 

Mrs, Judd was arrested in Los 
Angeles last October 23, a few 
days after the bodies of Mrs. Le 
Roi and Miss Hedvig Samuelson 
were found in trunks at a Los An- 
geles railway station. The two 
women had been killed in Phoenix 
October 16. Mrs. Judd claimed 
the trunks at the railway station 
but fled when a baggage agent at- 
tempted to question her. 

Mrs. Judd was tried only for the 
murder of Mrs. Le Roi, a second 
murder charge having been held 
in abeyance. 

The trial was largely a battle 
of alienists who argued over the 
mental condition of the defendant, 
the defense alleging she was insane 
when she killed the two women 
and later dismembered the body 
of Miss Samuelson to place it in 
trunks and a suitcase, 

The state alleged jealousy was 
the motive, claiming the young wo- 
man was jealous over the atten- 
tions paid Mrs, Le Roi by J. J. 
Halloran, wealthy Phoenix lumber 
man with whom Mrs, Judd was 
friendly,

GENEVA, Ala., Feb. 5.—Two 
brothers yesterday were convicted 
by a jury in Geneva circuit court 
of the slaying last November of 
Adolph Crutchfield, their neighbor. 
The jury deliberated two days. 

Clyde Dixon was found guilty of 
murder in the second degree, and 
Harold Dixon was convicted of 
manslaughter in the first degree. 

Judge Emmett F. Thigpen sen- 
tenced Clyde to 15 years in the 
penitentiary and Harold to seven 
years’ imprisonment, 

Evidence showed Crtuchfield was 
shot to death on the Bonifay, Fla., 
highway.
